The strike disturbances: fn Italy have come to the ugly head 
which might have been expected. An Italian strike partakes of 
very few of the “qualities” of one in America; bad as our own 
sometimes are. Colorado had much to its discredit, but Italy has 
much more. A strike In Italy ties up not oné industry, ut all in- 
dustries. 

On the Ist of May a few years ago, a generst sirike was pro- 
Claimed in Rome, not for the purpose of securing higher wages for 
any one, but simply in order to make a demonstration of power. 
Everything was closed. One could not ev en gét a shave in a Rome 
barber shop. There was not a carriage on the streets, not a nail 
was driven or a brick laid. The strike lasted twenty-four hours, 
but, of course, Rome forgot all about it the next day. 

, The recent Italian strike culminated in the destruction of many 
churches, the murder of soldiers, and even in the proclamation of a 
Republic in one small city. But the kingdom of Italy has not 


fallen. The destruction of churches, of course, will not continue 
but Italy had better not forget the lesson; though, of course, Italy 
will. 


lf ever humankind has been playing with fire, it has been for 
the last five and twenty years. The editorial chair of more than 
one daily paper heré at bome is filled by a Socialist. Chicago has 
at least more or less mild sympathizers occupying such a position 
on a paper whieh boasts of its influence, power and wealth, Play- 
ing with Socialism has become almost a parlor function. One of 
the wealthiest ladies in New York seems to have taken it up as an 
amusement. Popular magazines devote space to discussing it and 
thus help it along. Millionaires endow colleges and, in order to 
keep them “free,” let the professors do aa they please, preach what 
they please, and teach what they please. In these days when 
philosophy consists of a few halfbaked theories without even the 
pretension of logic as its foundation, philosophy has, to educated 
men, become a joke. The unfortunate thing is that it is only a 
joke. it ought to be a tragedy. 

In Europe the case is worse. Socialism has so tied up tRe 
Government of France that it is impossible now to secure the 
necessary number of years for military training. Considering the 
depopulation of Francé and the danger of war, bad as is the 
military service, it has become a serious menace to be without it. 
Disarmament will be forced in Europe when other nations get into 
the condition of France. Socialism is practically in control of the 
Germafi Reichstag. It is no small factor even in conservative Eng- 
land. It is always helped by the unpatriotic and unscrupulous poll 
ticijans. Patriotism may be said, in many places, to no longer exist, 
It is only natural that such should be the case, for anti-patriotism 


. Is constantly preached. 


Down deep in the whole terrible muddle is the constant fight 
against Religion. How long can it last? No one can even guess. 
What has happened in one country may happen in another. The 
ocean that men can cross, can also be crossed by revolutionary 
ideas. The anti-Catholic campaign waged today in America was 
financed by Socialism, as every one knows. Today it is financed 
by people who have no use for Socialism, but claim to be descend- 
apte of the old Puritans and other “orthodox” Protestants. Social- 
ism ia simply forcing the Protestants of the United States to fight 
ite battles; and the Catholic Chureh pays, and pays dearly, for 
polding to the eternal principles of Justice and Charity. Even the 
old, staid and respectable Protestant papers have been swept into 
justice because the organ of the Episcopal Diocese of New York, 
is publishing two anti-Catholic novels to sell at cost. The Conti- 
nent, owned by the McCormick family, of the Harvester Trust, and 
for a long time a well-edited and successful organ of Presbyterian- 
ism, is working might and main to. belp on the campaign against 
the Church. The Christian Herald, for a long time almoat fair and 
impartial under the management of a Jew, Louis Klopsech, has en- 
listed in the same work. Anti-Catholic lecturers are getting 
wealthy; anti-Catholic papers are “coining” money. There never 
was such a sale for trash of the Maria Monk kind. 

Altogether, the outlook is very hopeful, strange as it may seem 
to sey such a thing. The Church has.alwaye thrived under such 
persecution. It is disagreeable; but God knows how to draw good 
out of evil, and with the good confound the evil from which it came. 
Things will get worse before they get better. The fools, be they 
educators, éditors, millionaires, writers or working men, will have 
a terrible eye-opening; for the world is headed again to the school- 
room of revolution in which léssons are taught in a painful way 
lessons that must be learned before progress and civilization 
can recover from terrible set-backs.

in our previous chats together, we have been dwelling upon the 
great power of individual Catholics to promote the welfare of their 
néighbor and to help on the prosperity of the Church of Christ by 
engaging in the fruitful activities of the Lay Apostolate. We have 
reflected, too, how much energy ahd zeal is going to waste among 
us for want of that close and broijherly unity of effort, which will 
utilize the energy of these countless individuals, just as men of 
science are longing to harness the }Quge elementary power of the 
numberlesa waves of the ocean. 

But how is this organization to be brought about? A number 
of excellent societies will straightway occur to everyone, in con- 
nection with the work of. organizing the Lay Apostolate. There 
is the great society of St. Vincent de Paul, for instance, which is 
doing such excellent work among the poor. There is again, the 
Federation of Catholic Societies which bas been making itself 
felt in‘ behalf of Catholic interests in many places. These, and 
other societies amongst us are guite well known to our Catholic 
people as centers of this or that department of the Lay Apostolate. 
But there is one organization, a very providential means for or- 
ganizing the Lay Apostolate, which deserves a special explana- 
tion. because 86 many of our Catholic people fail to realige the 
possibilities for effective action which lie ready within it, 

We have all of us heard many times of the Society known as 
the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin. Indeed there is y any 
Catholic organization which is so widespread throughout the 
Church as this. One may travel through all the countries of the 
two hemispheres, and everywhere he will find Sodalities. There 
are Sodalities among the Indians in Canada, and among the con- 
verted Brahmins of India. There are Sodalities from Alaska to 
California, through all of South America, in Europe, in Asia, in 
Africa. It may be ‘truly said of the Sodality of the Blessed 
Virgin, that its branches cover the entiré globe. A moderate 
estimate of the number of Sodalities here in America places it at 
15,000, and the members of these Sodalities run up to more than 
a half a million. 

Here then is a subject whieh is very interesting to us all, and 
whieh concerns especially those who are zealous for the good and 
proaperity of the Church. If the powers of this great organization 
are insufficiently understood, it certainly behooves us to under- 
stand them better. If its alm and its purposes are not being 
carried out to their full and blessed fruitfulness among us, we 
should surely be interested in bringing it about that the Sodalities 
should come to flower, amongst us. No matter where we live, tn 


country or in town, here is a subject which interests and concerns 


us alh It is a subject which is national and even international in 
its interests and importance and which yet has the most intimate 
relation to the need of every little parish. We shall, therefore, 
devote some time to discussing it more thoroughly tagether. The 
faroff nations of Europe have derived immense benefit from the 
reawakening of the Godality idea among them. We American 
Catholics must not be behind them in energy and seal, Whatever 
good lies hid in the Sodalities we must realize it tothe full tor 
God, our neighbor and the Church.
